Anotier chapter has been 
logged in the marathon legal tug 
of - war between the university and 
Professor Edward Casavantes — a 
battle the Chicano psychologist 
vowed never to surrender 

The latest development has 
come CSUS President W 
Lioyd Johns when he opted to re 
ject a recommendation by Sac 
ramento Superior Court Judge 
Joseph Babich to grant final 
decision rights over the case to a 
neutral arbitrator two weeks ago 
As an alternative, the university 
and its legal representative 
Margret Radi of the California 
Deputy Attorney General's Office 
must present evidence to ex 
tinguish Casavantes’ heated claim 
that he was wronged when his 
teaching career at CSUC was ter 
minated last spring 

At that time the Casavantes 
Grievance Committee concurred 
with the CSUS School of Sociai 
Work's Promotion. Retention 
Tenure and Promotion Committee

They said 
they feel that because of the 
resolution, they have been denied 
their legal rights to a grievance 
hearing

“But 
when you put @ student in the tube of education and 
as a freshman or sophmore say ‘sorry, you've got to 
leave for two or three years’ -- we can't function that

“My God, I'd rather give up freeways and driving 
than give up & promise we've given to students inthe 
tube of education.” 
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As a student - athlete at California State Univer- 
sity, Sacramento, | feel compelled to respond to staff 
writer Russ Stanton's comments regarding the 
Stinger Foundation in the Feb. 5 edition of the State 
Hornet. 

Stanton notes that the biggest probiem with the 
Stinger Foundation is its similarity to the Bulldog 
Foundation of CSU Fresno. He then notes several 
valid criticisms of the Bulldog Foundation, inciuding 
A 30,000 seat football stadium with only limited 
student seating 

What Stanton has failed to research are the vast 
differences in the athletic programs of the two | 
schools, and expecially how those differences could 
lead to a radicaily different role for the Stinger Foun- | 
dation than that taken by the Bulidog Foundation | 

First, Stanton neglected to mention the fact that 
while Fresno is not yet a scholarship school, the rest | 
of the institutions in the Pacific Coast Athletic As- 
sociation, inciuding the likes of the University of the 
Pacific, CSU Fullerton, UC Santa Barbara and CSU 
Long Beach, most definitely are 

PCAA athletics, especialiy football and basket- 
ball, are NCAA Division | both in theory and in prac- 
tice. (Remember, if you will, the Fullerton basketball 
team that made the quarter finals of the NCAA Tour- 
nament a couple of year ago.) While | don't neces 
Sarily candone the situation in Fresno, where a 
Student has oniy a one in ten chance of getting a 
basketball ticket, the situation at CSU Sacramento is 
radically different and not about to change 

it strikes me as highly unlikely that this institution 
would ever follow the lead of Fresno and build a 
30,000 seat football stadium. Fresno has to compete 
with scholarship schools in their conference. CSUS 
does not. For our conference, the rather smali 
Stadium we possess is quite sufficient 

Stanton’s fear seems to be that the Stinger Foun- 
dation will take over control of the athletic program 
because of the power of the almighty dollar. The 
people invoived with the Foundation are not a group 
of ego - maniacs, out for the glory associated with a 
national caliber, giant - slaying athietic program 
Instead they are a group of concerned local alumni 
businessmen and other professionais, who have |

The Congress of Faculty As- 


sociation has filed unfair labor 
charges with the Public Em- 
ployees Relations Board and inthe 
courts in response to a recent rul- 
ing by the California State Univer- 
sity and Colleges trustees that all 
department chairs’ status 
changed to “supervisory per- 
sonnel.” 


A press release from the CFA 
has been sent statewide to ail 
CSUC faculty chairs detailing the 
loss of bargaining rights and as- 
king for faculty support. in it the 
CFA states this ruling by the 
trustees “is in the exact opposite of 
the provision of HEERA (Higher 
Education Employee Reiations 
Act) regarding the status of 
department chairs under collective 
bargaining With respect to 
faculty of academic employees, 
any department chair, head of a 
similar academic unit or program. 
or another empioyee who per- 
forms the foregoing duties 
primarily in the interest of the 
members of the academic 
department, shali not be deemed a 
Supervisory employee solely 
because of such duties 

“The way chairs are in our 
department, they are elected for a 
specified period, to primarily 
refiect wishes of department 
members,” said Dr. Wilma Krebs 
CFA vice - president and CSUS 
economics professor 


“Hf they (the chairs) have super- 
visory siatus, they are dropped 
from our bargaining units.” Krebs 
added. “That's a disservice to 
themselves and to us They're tak - 
ing our key peopie out The 
Solidarity of the faculty would be 
wrecked” 

Krebs said the main reason the 
trustees approved the status 
change is for intimidation “in 
effect, they are told ‘you can’t take 
pari in an employee organization 
which is garbage if they do (par- 
ticipate in employee

Mostly he does not want the 
authority to do things without 
faculty approval ‘Right now we're 
some kind of straw bosses

The CSUS wrestlers have had a 
trying time this season, despite the 
efforts of 114 - pounder Eddie 
Franco 

Franco has compiled a 28-3 
record on a team whose per- 
formance has been less than ex- 
emplary, logging a 3-9 record this 
season. with only the Far Western 
Conterence Championships 
remaining 


‘It's deceptive,” comments as- 
sistant coach and former Hornet 
wrestier Gary Hubbel. “| think we 
can piace fairly high in the Division 
It nationals. We've wrestled some 
really tough teams in the division 
the top three in this league being 
Humboldt, Chico and San Fran- 
cisco.’ Hubbel himself placed 
third and second in the Far 
Western Conference and qualified 
for the nationals in ‘75 and ‘76 

Hubbel notes that injuries have 
plagued the team throughout the 
season. With Shane Sullivan at 142 
Out with a disiocated shoulder, 
Pete Barraza at 167 suffering an in- 
jured right arm and Franco injured 
at the beginning of the season. the 
team outiook was ‘not always 
great.” Hubbel explained that the 
record is very misleading since at 
least four matches ended with a 
one - or two - point difference 


When healthy there are 12 
CSUS grapplers: Franco at 119 
Antonio Lopez at 126, Eddie's 
brother Andy at 134, Sullivan and 
Jim Adamski at 142. Glenn Kubn 
{who holds the second best 
season record of 20-9) at 150 
Grover Lee at 158, Barraza at 167 
Rocky Harrison at 177, newcomer

Stinger mystery solved 


Two things civilized people never discuss at cocktail parties are 
politics and religion. For the use of any dedicated rabble - rouser. a 
third has been recently discovered: funding activities of inter- 
collegiate athletics programs 

On Tuesday. the Hornet ran a commentary on our own brand of big 
- time fund - raisers. the newly - formed Stinger Foundation 

Within hours of the time the edition hit the streets alleys and 
wastebaskets. we had enough letters and commentaries to fill our 
pages for weeks 

Certain athietic supporters have calied us a lousy bunch of ac- 
tivists, others suggested radical ingrates to be a more appropriate 
Gescription. Moreover, it was often mentioned that this was proof of 
the apathy of our student body. One charitable soul went so far as to 
Suggest that perhaps the university should start censoring our 
content so such an irreverent commentary would never again grace 
Our pages 

Radical and apathetic? Perhaps the Foundation is so upset 
because there's a larger story here Perhaps the Foundation has 
grander plans for the Hornet football program, grander even than a 
52,000 seat stadium and new uniforms. The football coaches, sup- 
portive alumni, administration and the official members of the 
Stinger’s Foundation are hiding something, and today this reporter 
found out what it was 

The Hornets are moving to Los Angeles 

When the news came over the wire that USC and UCLA were mov- 
ing to the Rose Bowl. leaving the LA Coliseum open, ail the pieces fell 
together 





In November, the university refused to make the changes 
demanded by the football team. The team wasn't asking for much — 
all they wanted was the total decimation of the stadium as it now 
stands, and the evential addition of 42.000 padded box seats between 
the 20 - yard lines. The students, of course, would be provided for, 
because the master plan called for 10.000 aluminum bleachers behind 
each endzone Fair enough, but the university disagreed 

By moving to the Coliseum, the Hornets will pick up an additional 
29,000 seats 

In December, CSU Fresno, Fullerton, Long Beach Northridge, San 
Francisco and San Jose State, as weil as UC Davis, all refused the 
Coiseum's request that they move south In desperation, the officials 
mentioned a move to the Hornets, who, according to a highly - placed 
source’ began negotiations wnmediately 

By moving to the 71,000 - seat Coliseum. the Hornets wili pick up an 
additional 70,647 fans 

Finally, jast month. the Hornets officially formed the Stinger Foun- 
dation, the final step in building a program much tao big for a non - 
sporting town such as Sacramento 

By moving to the Coliseum. the Hornets will pick up an additional 
15 miltion people who might attend a Hornet game. 

Of course, the move presents several problems for the »rogram and 
the Foundation, most notably the lawsuit the Far Western Conference 

will instigate if the Hornets move withoutpaying homage to the deities 
of the FWC and NCAA Division WW. 

In the event of a lawsuit the Hornets and the Foundation are duly 
prepared: the Foundation founder, 8 Hornet Hail - of - Famer and jong 
-time athletic supporter, just happens to be a lawyer 

Although ali university sources officially deny the reports, the’ 
Coliseum has announced that season tickets go on sale March 1.

Part of the money that Lemkuil earns from his ver 
bal sparks goes to maintaining hs semi - claus- 
trophobic clutter of Edsels in front and back yard, in 

various colors and states of operation and disrepair 
and to buying art deco objects, mostly radios, and 
assorted miscelianeous items. Anything that 
appeals to his sense of design 

He is an unregenerate pack rat, a single man with 
no one to consider when contemplating the resting 
piace of a new purchase, one of those people who 
can always find a place for another curio 

He has simple modus operandi for collecting 

‘mm a collector of orphans that nobody else wants 
Just for looks. | just like the looks I'm into design, 
like having an elephant face that squirts water on my 
tree" (He ran a hose up through the nose of a plastic 
elephant face fastened to his rear house wall ) 

The inside of his house. a combination of an art 
deco exhibit gone to seed, or a secluded corners of 
the Smithsonian Institute, is a dark and nostalgic 
cornucopia of collectibles; there are defused bomb 
casings hanging and laying around anda myriad of 
Art Deco radios from assorted decades, shapes and 
sizes. There is a WWI fighter plane prop hanging 
from the ceiling. assorted trophies, art deco hair 
dryers, and other miscelenea, including an unoc- 
cupted tortoise shell, littering the house. 

Amid the eclectic ciutter of his back yard and later 
among the dank aging jumble in his living room, he 
rambled on, among with other things, about 
animated film and his philosophy of comedy 

Lemkuil finds the major market's recent 
animation output depressing and spoke dis- 
paragingly of most of the successful animated films 
Of the last few years. He believes that animation in 
the national market is failing because of the per- 
Mmcious, smothering influence of profit seeking

He is beginning to be recognized on the street 
most recentiy in Las Angeles and New York and is 
having some off - stage fur: with his vocal tricks 

While driving in Los Angeles recently, he was 
pinned behind a drunken elderly man imperially 
weaving his white Cadillac across all janes. Lemkuil 
leaned ou: the window. cranked up his human siren 
and then siowly cruised by after the man pulled over 


He has fun with his computer sounds, and has 
managed to befuddie broadcasting engineers and 
cashiers, among others, since his college days H 
once sat silently while a smug, supercilious fast 
food joint manager assured a rattied cashier thatthe 
strange sound she was hearing was commonplace 
Go ahead” he said “That register always does 
that 


He is acomedic conservative One can read “hard 
sell and “rough” between the lines in his 
categorization of Lenny Bruce, George Carlin and 
others 





He sees himseif as “the fall guy for everybody 
that’s my job.” He feels that Robin Williams is fight 
ing a “losing battle” in trying to break out of the Mork 
character, and that “if you set up as a performer, to 
be a character you better accept the fact that for the 
rest of your life you may end up being that character 
to everybody. And if you're a performer you vg 


accept that, if you don't, you're just lyin’ to yourself 

One aspect of the performing life Lemkuil rejects 
is the group categorization of all types of humorists 
as ‘stand - up comedians’ “Most peopie think of 
comedians as being one big group. | consider 
singers to be one big group, under classifications 
country and western, opera and ciassical but 
there are more for comics other than stand - up 
comic’ and ‘impressionist.’ 

“| don't have an agent for that very reason. Agents 
know that a singer sings, a comedian is a stand - up 
comedian. Somebody who is an actor is a dratnatic 
actor. When you've got a thousand people out there 
looking for work, and 999 of them do the same thing 
and they're ali coming into your office, you're not 


gonna realize that one guy does somethi(gy 
different.” 
Lemkuil is working his way around this 


stereotype, and as a resul’, is receiving more per- 
formance requests. He pians another Los Angeles 
public relations trip, a cross - country search for 
sound - effects experts -- possibly for a music show 
or album — and an attempt to finalize a deal with 
Dionne Warwick's people for an opening spot in her 
upcoming show in New York. His career is Obviously 
picking up, but he remains ambivalent. 

“rim making a few people enjoy their lives. can 
work two days a month and make a living, and travel 
and have a good time. 

Not too many people can say that.” 8
